In all cases contracts must be ac- 
companied by a canvasser’s report, 
properly filled out, with the full name 
of the canvasser, and address, proper- 
ly shown. This is necessary so that 
the head office may send the commis- 
sion to the proper party. 

Contract forms, canvasser’s report 
forms, and self-addressed envelopes 
are being sent to all wheat pool dele- 
gates, wheat pool locals’ secretaries, 
secretaries of U.F.A, locals, and mu- 
nicipal secretaries, to any of whom 
canvassers may apply for supplies, or 
they may send for supplies direct to 
the head office of the pool at Calgary. 

The combined membership of the 
three Canadian wheat pools is 110,000, 
and the volume of wheat handled in 
the past season was in excess of S0,- 
000,000 bushels.
